REMARKS 

The Examiner has not indicated whether the drawings filed with the application on 
October 10, 2000, have bee accepted. Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner 
acknowledge such an acceptance in the next PTO communication. 

In the present Amendment, claim 2 has been amended for clarification and to further 
recite -- through a lid having an opening at least at a central portion and then through an intake--. 
This amendment is supported by the specification, for example, at page 18, 3 rd full paragraph; 
paragraph bridging pages 21 and 22; page 29, 1 st full paragraph; and Fig.4. 

Claims 10 and 11 have been canceled. 

No new matter has been added, and thus entry of the present Amendment is respectfully 
requested. Upon entry of the Amendment, claims 2 and 4-8 will be all the claims pending in the 
application. 

Claims 2 and 4-8 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph, as 
allegedly being indefinite. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the amended claims are not indefinite. In the 
Amendment, Applicants have amended independent claim 2 to replace "a step of with -the 
steps of-, as suggested by the Examiner, and to further clarify the structural relationship between 
the intake, the lid and the substrate. 

Regarding the language that u an intake ... is narrowed," Applicants submit that it merely 
describes the structural features of the intake, but is not a positive step in the method. 
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In view of the above, the Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw 
the rejection.
